The reports, however, from nearly all

This morning 
the rebels commenced crossing in the 
boats of the Undive, about five miles 
above Johnsonville. Two flatboais were 
also used. No fighting has taken place 
to-day. The rebels are engaged bury- 
ing their dead. The gunboats from Pa- 
ducah are in sight, and reinforcements‘ 
have arrived. Gen. Schofield takes com- 
mand of the Post of Johnsonville.
